Depu- 
ty Game-Warden Peter Drafahl, who 
was in the city this morning, says 
that' on Saturday he pulled in and 
confiscated about 100 such lines which

worth" ol' fish.

laws. The warden disavows any am- 
bition 6t making a record of prosecu- 
tions in the courts, though he has 
lost but one case since he has been 
in office; and asks that citations of 
the law be made from time to time in 
order that sportsmen may take heed.

Shippers Are Penalized For Delays: In LoacU 


Should Rule 
BothWays?' 


Chicago, 111., Jan. 4.—A considerable 


number of the large shippers through- 
out the country,, representing various 
industries-, gathered in Chicago to- 
day to discuss'the car shortage; prob- 
lem. 
The; lumbermen'^ association 


took the Initiative, in bringing them 
together to' exchange ideas and to rec- 
ommend informally some 
solution.

penalized for failing to provide ship- 
pers with, cars within.a reasonable 
time after their requisition, just as 
the shippers are -now penalized 
for 


failing to load.cars delivered within 
a reasonable time. Such .a law, he 
said,-would go'a long way toward re- 
lieving the car "slior.tage now existing, 
and would prevent'.its recurrence and 
the enormous.accompanying losses-in 
the future. '

. and the near great?" There are two 


v -'.classes'of-men who train in the ranks

who aspire to positions which they 
•could never fill, and yet who arc near 
enough' the front to stimulate aspira- 
tions. 
.i The second are found in the direc- 
torate ot all corporations, ready and 
thoroughly equipped at any time, to 
take on responsibility. This fact has 
been strongly emphasized within the 
past month. 
"The sudden death'-oE President Cas- 
satt ot the Pennsylvania railroad was 
a groat shock to the business world.. 
Mr. Cassatt was' one of a very small 
-group of great. American railroad 
•men, and without disparagement to 
cither Hardman or Hill, it is safe to 
say that in : some respects ho was su- 
perior,

"As a matter of fact, congress has 


been 'moving pretty rapidly -of late: 
Beginning with the undeniable, truth 
that congress -has power to regulate 
interstate commerce, it has stretched 
the granted power so as to make -it 
cover the regulation of tilings or leg- 
islation about things which are not 
interstate commerce or commerce -o£ 
any kind. 


"'Congress has made some progress 


along the. line of the assumption that 
because'it/has power to regulate in- 
terstate commerce it has power 
to 


regulate all the affairs, of everybody 
engaged in that commerce from-rsail- 
roacls to shippers and consignees and 
the employes of all- the parties an/1 
of those who "have.any sort of business 
relations with them, 


"Congress'has power to regulate in-
